MANUFACTURING THEME &, AS FAR AS WE CAN DETERMINE, A FIRST 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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FOR ALL TRADE CENTERS. ALTHOUGH WOODWORKING WAS IMPORTANT 
ELEMENT OF EVENT, MAJOR EMPHASIS WAS ON FURNITURE 
APPLICATIONS AND OTHER INDUSTRIES USES OF WOODWORKING EQUIP. 
WERE SECONDARY. COMBINATION OF SUCH ITEMS AS SEWING 
MACHINES, FABRICS, GLASS FIBER REINFORCED PLASTIC PRODUC- 
TION, FORMICA CUTTING EQUIPMENT & METAL TUBE BENDING EQUIP. 
GAVE JUST ABOUT EVERYONE IN THE FURNITURE INDUSTRY 
SOMETHING TO LOOK AT-AND BUY. 

B. RESULTS WERE BETTER THAN EXPECTED. OF 15 EXHIBITORS 
SEEKING REPRESENTATION, EIGHT ACTUALLY APPOINTED ONE OR 
MORE REPRESENTATIVES DURING THE EXHIBITION AND ALL OF THE 
REMAINDER EXPECTED TO APPOINT REPRESENTATIVES DURING THE 
COURSE OF THE FOLLOWING 12 MONTHS. IMMEDIATE SALES OF 
$147,339 WERE ALSO VERY ENCOURAGING WITH 17 EXHIBITORS 
HAVING REPORTED AT LEAST SOME DIRECT PURCHASES OR TRANSFERS 
TO NEWLY APPOINTED REPRESENTATIVES. PROJECTED SALES OF 
$2,128,000 WERE PLEASANT SURPRISE, AS THIS WAS UNTESTED
